THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 



President McKinley'* tnessaeo to 
Contiress 1« a voluinlnou* document. 
oonsUtlni; of some IS.tXX) word*. 

It U an exhaustive paper, *o far as 
irlvlnif a lenftthy and detailed account 
of the operations of his administration 
but that it is a ‘Vrcat State paper" i* a 
proposition that can not eeriousiy be 
insisted upon by any one at ali familiar 
with such communications. 

We maintain that President McKin- 
ley is not a sutesman, but simply a pol- 
itician, adroit and shrewd in usio(; men 
to advance hi* schemes: wlllinf; to tur 
render and yield hi* plans, and even hi* 
principles, when it was demanded by 
those whose influence he found it nec- 
essary to retain. 

During the whole of hi* pub'.lc ca- 
reer be can not be said to have origi- 
nated any distinct and individual poli- 
cy In the affair* of our government If 
at any lime he has had well defined 
views upon a State matter, he ha* 
abandoned them at the command of hi* 
political associates, when necessary to 
subserve their interests. 

Hi* message is entirely in keeping 
and consistent with this idea of the 
man, going into great detail concern- 
ing matter* which are lolly set out in 
the reports from the different depart- 
ments; he is just as careful to refrain 
from being explicit in regard to the 
course which should be pursued by our 
governmont upiio the great questions, 
and pressing l*»acs of the age. 

After indulging in some •‘glittering 
and sounding generalities," he iirstdis- 
cusses the Chinese question and pro- 
ceeds t4i recite at great length the re- 
cent trouble* in China, all of which I* 
matter of the fullest notoriety, and 
says "The disposition of the emperor's 
government gives hope of a complete 
settlement of all questions Involved.” 

The only mention maile of acy plan 
bv which reparation Is to be bad for 
the wrong* done to our country 1* that 
Uussia suggests that the "matter be 
relegated to the court of arbitration at 
the Hague." What an Inane conclu- 
sion : Citizen* and subject* of the Col 
led Stale* have been murdered, their 
homes pillaged; our representative* 
subjected to unprecedented indignities: 
and a suggestion of compromise from 
Uussia I* the only thing which the 
president of the United States ha* to 
offer to Congress upon *o serious a mat- 
ter. What would President Monroe, 
Gen. Jackson, President Lincoln have 
done at such a juncture as this'' 

After elaborating other dealing* with 
foreign nations, he discusses the Nica- 
ragua canal. There is not a single en- 
terprise of National Interest that is so 
Important to us, commerciallv or other- 
wise, as the construction of this canal, 
and its control when constructed; and 
after detailing some action of the Nic- 
araguan government concerning the 
matter, he content* himself by saying: 
"I commend to the early attention of 
the Senate the convention with Great 
Britain to facilitate tbe construction of 
such a canal, etc " Compare this with 
the manner in which President Cleve- 
land dealt with Kngland over the Ven- 
ezuelan question. He then refer* to 
our relation* with England, as being 
very friendly, all of which is true, but 
makes no mention of the quiet relinq- 
uishment of a portion of Alaska, In 
contravention of the battle cry of his 
campaign that we should never haul 
down tbe flag. 

HI* sole reference to any action upon 
the currency question is a« follows: 

“It will be the duty, a* I am sure it 
will be the disposition of Congress to 
provide whether further legislation Is 
needed to Insure the continued purity 
under all condition* between our two 
forms of metalic money.sllver or gold ” 

What wise counsel; what vigorous 
treatment of the financial principle to 
which he claimed all of our prosperity 
to be due; and which the republicans 
contended was the paramount issue of 
the campaign. He refer* in the brief- 
est manner possible to the que-tlon of 
trust*, and dispose* of the whole mat-

Truly this is a great 
country to provide for such disburse- 
ments as this 1 With rare satire and 
irony, be closes by Insittlog that we 
must guard against extravagance, and 
imposes upon us the exercise of wise 
economy ! 

Tint supreme court. Justice Harlan, 
of course, dissenting, decides that the 
Kentucky Separate Coach law is not 
unconstitutional The railroad* had 
attacked tbe law on the ground that it 
was an interference with Inter-State 
curomerce. Without replying specifi- 
cally to this objection the court said 
there 1* a sufficient compliance v Ith the

Jcix;e Patterson, of the I.,eb*non 
circuit, was Indicted at Greensburg for 
a breach of the peace in singing patri- 
otic songs in unearthly tone* to the an- 
noyance of other persons. He waived 
the service of a summons, a special 
judge was selected, and he was at once 
tried by a jury and acquitted, as -there 
was absolutely no evidence against 
biro, he only being in the room where 
some of the others. Including, Uoaring 
Hill Sweeney, were singing.' Hill is 
also indicted for the offense, and if be 
can make as much noise stnging as be 
can in speaking, he will doubtless get 
the limit. Singing has not been gen- 
erally regarded as an offense in law, but 
the way some people murder^ melody, 
should make It a capital offense, pnn- 
ishable by death.
